The minimum knowledge, abilities, and skills listed below. No minimum experience, but must have completed training

through the American Red Cross or equally accredited training organization.

Necessary Special Qualifications
Possess and maintain current valid certificate of completion for Lifeguarding/First Aid/ CPR/AED issued by the

American Red Cross or an equally accredited lifeguard training organization.

Nature of work
This is the responsible work involved in maintaining discipline and safeguarding the lives of persons al the swimming
pool, public beaches, or other designated public swimming areas.

lllustrative Examples of Work
Guard patrons in water during public swimming sessions, school usage, swim meets and special activities. Rescue

swimmers who are in danger of drowning; administer first aid and maintain crowd control. Enlorce pool and beach rules
and regulations; maintain discipline. Serve in a liaison capacity and cooperate with community groups and/or
organizations in conducting and/or officiating at swimming meets or other events at the pools and/or beaches. Performs
sanitation and maintenance duties on pool decks, lobby, restrooms, and other areas; including but not limited to testing
water, vacuuming, scrubbing and other general cleaning. Perform related duties as required.

Knowledge, Abilities & Skills
Knowledge of life saving principles and practices. Knowledge of first aid. Knowledge of automated external defibrillator

(AED). Ability o prevent dangerous situations from arising. Ability to recognize and emergency and take the necessary
actions. Ability to engage in life saving procedures. Ability to learn and enforce rules in a firm, tactful and impartial
manner. Ability to perform basic maintenance duties. Ability to work effectively with public and fellow empioyees. Ability
1o communicate effectively, orally and in writing. Ability to communicate in a timely manner.

Minimum Educational Requirements
All new employment in the service of the government of Guam shall have, as a reasonable measure of job performance,

minimum requirement of high school diploma or a successful completion of General Education Development (GED)
test or any equivalent of a general education high school program, apprenticeship program or successful compietion
of a certification program, from a recognized, accredited or certified vocational technical institution, in a specialized field
required for the job, pursuant to Public Law 29-113.

Your employment application will not be deemed completed unless the Suitability Determination Form is completely

If you answer “yes”, you must attach your police clearance
that is no older than one {1) month from the date of submitting your application. In addition, please resubmit an updated
Suilability form if anything occurred that warrants updating your responses on your Suilability Form after you have
submitted your application.

Examination Requirements
Applicants will be rated on a scale between 70.00 and 100.00 percent on the basis of their training, education and

experience in relation to the requirements of the position.

Interviewing Procedures
A personal interview or interview by telephone (if off-island) will be held by the appointing authority or his designee for

all eligibles referred via certification.

Employment Medical Examination
All applicants accepting employment must undergo a medical examination and be declared by the physician as capable

of performing the duties of the position being hired for.

Work Eliqibility
When offered a position, you will be required to provide proof of identity and eligibility for employment in the United
States as condition of employment.

Druq Screening
Applicants selecled for and offered employment with the Government of Guam shall undergo and pass a mandalory

drug test before being employed. This also applies to employees selected for Test Designated Positions (TOP), failure
to submit or pass such drug lest shall be grounds for rescinding the offer of appointiment.

Police & Court Clearances Requirements
If selected for this position, your selection will be conditional pending submission ol a recent police and court

clearance, and taking and passing a drug lest (see Drug Screening section of the announcement). The hiring
depariment will mail a letter to you explaining these requirements. You will have five (5) business days from the
postmarked date of your letter to submit police and court clearances that are no older than one (1) month from the date
of you letter. The cost of the clearances is your responsibility. If you have already submilted clearances with your
employment application, you will not be required to resubmit as long as they meet the date criteria above. If you do not
have any conviction or conditions that would warrant rescinding the job offer, and pass the drug test you will be notified
of your start date.
